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EIGHT SENTENCED TO DEATH. 


Bomb Throwers Will Pay Penaity for 
Deaths They Caused. 
Barcelona, December 20.—Eight of _ the 
anarchists who were convicted of com- 
plicity in the bomb throwing that occurred 
here in June last have been sentenced to 
death by the court martial before which 
they were tried. 
The attorney general, who personally 
conducted the prosecution, asked the court- 
martial to sentence twenty-cight of the 
prisoners to death and fifty-six to penal 

servitude. 

‘The proceedings were marked with the 
strictest secrecy, it being feared that the 
anarchists, of whom there are many in 
Barcelona, would make a demonstration if 
the fact of the condemnation and senienc- 
ing of the prisoners snouid become gener- 
ally known. ‘The court martial met in a 
vault in ‘the fortress of Mont Juich, and 
only military officers were allowed to bo 
presens at the trial. 

The crime for which the elght anarchists 
will suffer death was committed on June 
7th, on the occasion of a religious proces- 
sion in cclebration of Corpus Christi. Just 
as‘the procession was entering ‘the Church 
of Sente Maria ede la Mar, a bomb was 
thrown into the crowd that was waichinug 
the ceremony. The missile exploded, kill- 
ing twelve persons insiantly ard wounding 
about fifty others, some of whom subse- 
quently died. A large number of arrests 
were made, and eighty-four of the prison- 
ers were held to await trial. Eight of 
them will be shot. It is not known what 
sentence has been passed on the others.

of'the committee on foreign relations of 
the American senate shows little sign of 
dimunition, there have been no manifesta- 
tions against the United States or its rep- 
resentatives anywhere in Spain. That such 
manifestations were expected, however, 
is shown by the fact that police and gen- 
darmes were detailed to guard the Ameri- 
Tan legation here, and precautions were 
taken elsewhere to protect the various cur- 
sulates of the United states should the ex- 
cited people attempt to make an attack 
On them. Orders were sent to the govern. 
ors of the several provinres to prohibit any 
anti-American demonstr: itions, and. from 
dispatches received today from the provin- 
cial capitals it is known that the orders 
were faithfully carried out. 

Prominent politicians confirm the -state- 
ments that it is the intention of the gOvV- 
ernment when the opportune moment ar- 
rives to put into effect in Cuba pohitical 
and economical reforms which, it is said, 
will be wider in their scope than those 
approved by the cortes last year.

The Epoca, the organ of Senor Canovas 
Aefl the ministerialis:s, in commenting 
upon the situation, says that Spain needs 
at the present moment much calm, sound 
judgment on the part of the publie to 
avoid greater difficulties than those the 
government is now facing. As long as 
prudence is compatible with national honor 
Spain has nothing to do save to defend her 
rights if they are attacked. 

A recognition of belligerency is not a 
asus ‘belli unfless such recogfition {te 
granted ‘by an interested nation. Formerly 
Spain recognized the belligerency of the 
Confederate States of America despite the 
protest of the federal government, which 
did not regard the attitude of European 
governments in this matter as a casus 
belli. If the act indicated by the Cameron 
resolution shall be consummated Spain 
will protest, thereby greaily influencing 
the relations between the United States 
and Spain, but Spaniards must not forget 
the attitude of the powers, which after 
President Cleveland's declaration anent 
the Anglo-Venezuelan dispute, abstained 
from any intervention. Spain ought to 
keep account of all these precedents. 
«Prime Minister Canovas holds that under 
the framing of Senator Cameron's resolu- 
tion there will be no armed intervention 
on the part of the United States in Cuban 
territory. Though the partisans of the 
proposal may obtain the necessary votes to 
override the veto which he believes Presi- 
dent Cleveland will {nterpose, and so make 
the resolution an obligatory act of con- 
gress, it would only affect a recognition of 
the independence of Cuba and lead to an 
offer of its good offices by the United 
States to terminate the war. With what- 
ever officiousness the -United States may 
interpose Gpain will retain the right to ac- 
cept or reject the offer of the American 
good offices. If the United States recog- 
nizes the independence of Cuba she will 
then have to recognize the laws of neu- 
tralitv. If she recognizes the belligererncy 
of the Cubans Spain will have the right 
to stop and visit American vessels at sea. 

Senor Canovas does not think that the 
Cameron resolution need cause serious 
perturbation. It will only make the rela- 
tions bet'ween Spain and the United States 
more strained, but need not cause a rup- 
ture. He will never consent to fore'gn in- 
terference in what is a question of &pain’s 
domestic politics. Spain will reguiate her 
acts so that nobody will be able to say 
that she made war upon another power, 
yet she will always repel aggressior. 

The tone of the newspapers generally is 
more moderate today than ‘it was yester- 
day.

Swept by Flames 


LOSS ESTIMATED AY $100,000 


Guests at the Hotel Margaret Had a 
Narrow Escape, 


AN EXPLODING LAMP STARTED FIRE 


Insurance Will Not Reach One-Third 
of the Loss—No Fire Company 
in the Town—Five Lives 
Lost in a New York 
City Fire. 


Fitzgerald, Ga., December 20.—(Special.)— 
The city of Fitzgerald was visited by a 
destructive fire at an early hour this morn- 
ing, and before the flames had run their 
course half of the business portion of the 
city lay in ruins. 

A waste of ashes and amadideriiie debris 
now marks the business center where stood 
many of the finest of the business places 
of the colony city. 

The fire broke out at 3 o’clock in the 
stere of H. B. Carter & Co., and from 
there it spread and burned without inter- 


rruption until after daylight. 


There was absolutely no means to fight 
the conflagration, and the flames ceased 
only after destroying all of the business 
places that stood rear the corncr of Pine 
and Grant streets, the business cenier of 
Fitzgerald. 

Within a few minutes after the fire was 
discovered it had spread with almost in- 
credible rapidity toward the Margaret 
hotel, andthe inmates escaped barely in 
the nick of time. 

A conservative estimate places the ag- 
gregate loss at $70,000, though many place 
it at $100,000. The insurance will not cover 
more than one-third of this.

And a half-dozen other small structures, 
with most of their contents, including two 
meat markets. 

The crigin of the fire is unkrown, except 
that it is surmised it was caused by the 
explosion following the tipping over of a 
lamp in Carter's store, where it was first 
discovered by a nightwatchman. From 
there it spread rapidly. 

Fortunately there was no wind, for other- 
wise it ts probable that the flames would 
have swept over most of the city. 

Fitzgerald is absolutely withcut fire pro- 
tection, and the bucket brigades were of 
little avail. Every building the flames 
touched was cestroyed. Only the inter- 
vention of empty lots saved the buildings 
upon adjoining streets. 

There were ugly rumors all day that the 
fire was of incendiary or'gin by parties 
whose identity is not clearly known; but 
an examination of the facts tends to show 
that they are merely of conjectural founda- 
tion. 

Owing to the fact that Fitzgerald has yet 
no form of municipal government, no pro- 
vision has been made to fight fires, and 
the want of eng:nes was keenly felte Next 
Tuesday the city’s first officers will be 
elected, and doubtless adequate protection 
will at once be secured to insure the city 
aga!nst future destructive fires. 

The fire this morning is somewhat of a 
blow ‘to the young city, but it is already 
apparent that efforts will at once be made 
to rebuild the burnt portion, and the prog- 
ress of the magic city wil! hardly be in- 
fluenced by Its first fire, 


VIRGINIA TOWN HAS BAD FIRE. 


Negroes Start the Fire at a Dance 
Over a Store. 

Bristol, Tenn., December 20.—(Special.)— 
The town of Radford, Va. was visited by a 
conflagration éarly this morning and the 
entire busimess center wiped out. Thirty- 
seven buildings, tncluding stores, residences 
and one hotel, the Hoffman house, were 
burned. 

The buildings were mostly frame struct- 
ures and the flames spread so,rap‘dly that 
the fire department was. powerless to do 
anyth!ng. The fire originated in the upper 
story of Knowles’s grocery store. where the 
negroes of the town had had a dance during 
the night. The merchants saved much of 
their stock by working in advance of the 
flames. All of the leading stores of the 
town were in the burned district. Among 
the business men who lost by the fires were:

The total loss probably exceeds $100,000. 
The insurance was lgbht. the rate being 
very high. 


CONVICTS FIRED PENITENTIARY 


Prisoner Assumed Command of the 
_  $tate Fire Department. 


Jefferzon City, Mo., December ».—The 
source of last night’s fire in the state 
prison has been traced to a gang of thirty- 
three convicts, some one of whom fired a 
bundle of refuse under a  catatnd in the 
clothing department. 


Notwithstanding the great excitement 
Warden Pace and the guards at no time 
lest control of the prisoners. * ~~~ 

The clothing department is located» irr 
cell building No. 1, and while the guards 
were transferring the convicts from this 
building into cell building No. 3, two con- 
victs attempted to escape, but both were 
captured before they got away from tlie 
building. 

Great bravery was shown by the con- 
victs who were released from their cells 
to help extingush the fire. A convict from 
St. Louis who at one time belonged to the 
fire department of that city, acted as 
captain to the state fire department, and 
was practically chief, for he gave com- 
mands and the other leaders, seeing his 
ability, gave way to him. ie 

The Star Clothing Company, which 1s 
also situated in the same building as the 
state department, was at one time in great 
danger of having its entire stock of cloth- 
ing destroyed. The goods cut Saturday 
were desrtoyed by fire and the remainder 
by smoke and water. The factory is-in such 
a condition that the company will not be 
able to resume work for about two weeks. 
The loss to the state is about $2,000 and to 
the Star Clothing Company about $1,000. 


FIVE PERSONS BURN ‘TO DEATH 


FATHER, MOTHER AND THREE 
CHILDREN PERISH IN FLAMES. 


Lamp Explodes in a Parlor and Flames 
Spread So Rapidly That Escape 
Is Impossible. 


New York, December 20.—A family of five 
persons were burned to deaith in their home 
at 514 East Fifty-eighth street tonight. The 
dead are: 

AARON 
of age. 

MRS. KATILDA GOLDSMITH, 
three years old. 

BERTHA GOLDSMITH, ten years old. 

HATTIE GOLDSMITH, eight years old. 

FRANK GOLDSMITH, six years old. 

The only other person in the house at 
the time of the fire besides those burned to 
death was Mary RoskKa, twenty years old, 
the servant of the family. She escaped by 
jumping out of a second-floor window to 
the rear. yard and running through the 
basement hall to the street in front of the 
house. 

The building was a three-story and base- 
ment structure of brown stone. Aaron 
Goldsmith was of the firm of Hartman & 
Goldsmith, wholesale liquor dealers, of 45 
Warren street. 

In the front parlor was an immense 
piano lamp. This lamp undoubtedly ex* 
ploded, throwing the o!l about and spread- 
ing the fire in every direction. The flames 
spread to the two upper floors quickly, 
From the locations of the bodies when 
found Mr. and Mrs. Goldsmith, with their 
six-year-old s9n, must have been in the 
parlor, while the two little girls had just 
been prepared for bed by the servant on 
the second floor.

The theater building contains the 
Allen theater, the common council chamber 
and the Lewis Home Building Association 
offices. 

A row of brick stores adjoins the thea- 
ter building on the George street side and 
they were burning at an early hour this 
morning.

PACKED FREIGHT DEPOT BURNS 
Illinois Central Will ‘Lose $75,000 by 
a Fire at Jackson, Miss.

It is supposed the fire was caused by the 
explosion of a lamp, although the night 
watchman did not hear it. There is little, 
if any, insurance. 


FIFTY HORSES BURNED TO DEATH

Three firemen were injured by failing 
walls. The total loss is about $15,000. 


FOUR BUSINESS BLOCKS BURN. 


Fire at Bridge, Mass., Eats Up $110,- 
OOO of Property. 

Worcester, Mass., December 20.—Fire at 
Bridge early this morning destroyed four 
large business blocks and gutted another, 
and had an eye on the largest block in 
town, the Methodist church and the Hotel 
Windsor, The loss is about $110,000 and the 
insurance will not exceed $60,000. 

The buildings destroyed are the Taft 
block, owned by A. R. Taft: Gunn block. tne 
old Gredig block and the new Gredig block, 
owned by Christian Gredig. ‘The Gold- 
thwait block was partly destroyed. 

The water tank of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford railroad was aiso 
burned. The fire started in the basement 
of the Gunn block, probably from an over- 
heated furnace. The water tank was almost 
immediately in fames and this cut off about 
the only water supply the firemen had. C. 
C. Capron, fire warden, sent to Worcester 
at 1:40 a. m. for help, but it\was 3:30 before

Genuine darky terpsichorean moOve- 
ments were fmitated and the latest figures 
in jigs, reeis and swing corners and other 
familiar movements Were cut. 

Mr. Branan’s Barrel of Apples. 

One of the features of the evening was 
the opening of a big barrel of apples in the 
lobby, presented to the house by Mr.

A great work has been accomplished and

“The two years that are just»passing,” 
satd Mayor King, “are doubtlessethe’' most 
memorable in the history of Atlanta, ~and 
in years to come we can look back and 
appreciate the magnitude of the work that 
will be finished on the Ist of January, 18%. 
A great many complex questions have 
arisen in the course of my adminis stration 
Which will have their effect in years to 
come, but the most difficult problem W® 
have had to solve has been. the finan “ial 
one.

It is a measure 
I have always approved and ~ advocated 
openly, and I see no possibility of any 
financial embarrassment which can arise 
from this source in the course of Mr. Col- 
lier’s administration. All the officers will 
file their reports at the regular meeting of 
the council on the 4th of January, and 
every department will make a splendid 
showing.

Only the other day the sanitary 
surgeon of the department of board of 
health of Brooklyn came all the way to 
Atlanta. to make a study of our sanitary de- 
partmesit.. He wis here, severa) days giv- 
ing special study to our Dixie crematory, 
and pronounced it one of the best he had 
seen. The board of health of Brooklyi has 
had a great deal of trouble lately with its 
refuse matter. They have elected an enorm- 
ous reduction plant at great expense and 
now the citizens in the vicinity of the-plant 
have protested against its further use. A 
reduction plant is where simply the grease 
is taken out of the matter and a residue 
is left, but here we have a crematory 
which destroys grease, matter and all. Our 
system is the very best now employed by 
the largest cities, ard has‘attracted a con- 
siderable arount of attention among the 
sanitary men in the various large cities. 
This is not the only prominent feature 
about Atlanta that is worth studying, and 
almost every day we have visitors from 
other large cities investigating some fea- 
ture of our municipal government.”

‘The election also -has caused a revival 
in affairs, and the general healthy tone of 
the market will help us out. Last year the 
merchants of this city were somewhat dis- 
couraged because of the apparent falling 
off in holiday trade. This was caused by the 
exposition. I suppose that it took away 
from Atlanta last year half the trade that 
usually comes. From present prospects, I 
believe that the business this year will be 
three times as large as that of last. The 
people are buying right along. All the mer- 
chants are in good spirits.”

Fertilizers Will Be Thrown in for 
Enriching the Soil.

OBJECT LESSONS IN CANNING INDUSTRIES 


Instructions To Be Given in Preserv- 
ing and Pickling—A Circulating 
Library for People on Road. 


The Seaboard Air-Line’'s experiment 
stations will be planted next spring. They 
are to be under the supervision of section 
bosses, six of whom have been selected on 


the Portsmouth division to begin the work. 
Some of these have started already. 

To begin with, plats of land containing 
one and one-fourth acres have been laid 
out along the right of way. These will be 
planted with forty peach trees, twenty 
apple trees, ten pears and a number of 
plums, pecans, English walnuts, straw- 
berries, blackberries, dewhberries, rasp- 
berries, gooseberries and grapes. 

The railroad company will furnish all the 
trees, plants and vines. It will also furnish 
the fertilizers. The section bosses are to 
do ‘the cultivating or have it done and they 
will get the fruit which is raised. When 
the fruit is ripe the company will send a 
car along the line with a small canning 
outfit on board. A practical canner will 
accompany the car and will put up fruit 
grown on these experiment stations and 
any other fruit which the farmers may de- 
sire to have canned or preserved and ex- 
plain the best methods. 

The purpose of the management of the 
company is to furnish practical object les- 
sons in the raising of frufts and divers!l- 
fled crops. ’ 

Another practical idea is to send fine 
cattle along the line and let the farmers 
get the use of blooded bulls, rams and 
boars free of charge. The road has bought 
a fine Holstein bull, which, with the ram 
and the boar also of registered stock, will 
be sent up and down the line in charge of 
the section bosses. Vice President St. 
John wants to see high grade cattle raised 
along the Seaboard and he is going to 
bring it about in a very practical way. 

Superintendent Berkeley has returned 
from a trip over his division and says that 
the section bosses are very much interested 
in the plans and promise to get the best 
results possible. These men are usually 
thrifty, practical, industrious and alive to 
the importance of the experiments. They 
are pleased to get the use of the land, with 
fertilizers and the very best trees and 
vines and they look forward to good re- 
sults. At the start 236 trees and plants of 
different kinds will be sent to each experi- 
ment station. It is the earnest desire 
of the company to do all it can to make 
the surroundings of tts men attractive and 
in supplying the fruit trees and plants it 
is expected that they will not only have 
enough fruit for their Own use, but have a 
surplus to sel, the proceeds of which will 
belong to the bosses Who have charge of 
the stations. 

Intelligent cultivation’ of fruit at one or 
two unpromising points along the system 
has wrougjht such wonderful results that it 
is confidently believed by the management 
that these experiment farms will lead 
neighboring farmers to try diversified 
fruits amd crops. It costs no more to raise 
fine cattle than to raise a poor class and 
if the farmers have the chance to improve 
their stock they will do it. If good milk 
and beef cattle are rafsed along the lI!ne’ 
the farmers will make more money and the

ELOQUENT TRIBUTE BY DR. WILLIAMSON 


Pastor of Christian Church Talks of 
. the Life and Deeds of the 
Dead Councilman, 


‘Counciknan W. 8S. Bell, whose death oc- 
curred Saturday morning, after a long 
{ilness, Was laid to rest yesterday afternoon 
beneath the sod of Oakland cemetery . 

The funcral. was one of the largest ever 
seen in Atlanta, took place yesterday af- 
ternoon at 3 o'clock from the Christian 
church and was conducted by Rev. C. P. 
Williamson, assisted by Drs. Craig and 
Thomas. 

The funeral was attended by all the lead- 
ing citizens of Atlanta, who went to pay a 
last tribute to their dead friend. The city 
council, headed by Mayor King, was pres- 
ent in a body, and a large number of the 
leading members of tho Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association were also present. 

The crowded church was an evidence of 
the high regard in which Mr. Bell was 
held by the citizens of Atlanta. The beauti- 
ful casket, as it lay before the altar of 
the church, was almost hidden from view 
by the large number of beautiful floral 
offerings. Designs of all Kinds were 
placed around the casket and the flowers 
were the prettiest ever seen in the Chris- 
tian church. 

‘The pallbearers were: Judge E. C. Kontz, 
Messrs. Hugh T. Inman, B. L. Matthews, 
A. C. Bruce, Albert Howell and John 
Cooper. 

When they entered the church they were 
followed by a large number of the leading 
citizens of Atlanta, who took seats in the 
front of the church.
